nautics.

The Mayor laid before the Council "An ordinance authorizing the issuance of

bonds for the purpose of constructing and installing a sewage disposal plant for the

City of Austin, and providing for the levy and collection of a tax sufficient to pay the

interest on said bonds and to create a sinking fund of at least two per cent of the

principal of said bonds and sufficient to redeem them at maturity, and repealing an

ordinance passed June 21, 1918."

The ordinance was read the first time and laid over.

The Council then adjourned.
